Mastery of oral and written communications is the 
total purpose of our English courses. Mastering the 
essentials of composition, underclassmen struggled 
through short themes, punctuation and capitaliza- 
tion exercises. Second semester brought a challenge 
comprehending Great Expectations and the Odyssey 
for freshmen, and Silas Marner and Julius Caesar for 
sophomores. English took on a new aspect for juniors 
as they started practicing the proper public speaking.

In literature they studied 
American writers for the first time. Seniors surveyed 
English literature. Finally, in preparation for college, 
seniors completed the well-known term paper for 
advanced composition.

Conkling, Mrs. Mary Edna Bowman, and Mr. Olen

Mathematics is a definite science which requires 
accuracy and clear thinking. Valparaiso High offered 
general math, beginning and advanced algebra, plane 
geometry, and trigonometry. The main problem 
throughout all the courses seemed to be finding that 
unknown. In algebra courses this usually involved 
solving numerous equations. In geometry and trigon- 
ometry, however, the unknown was found by working 
with figures. Another phase was the construction and 
visualization of these figures. This provided a founda- 
tion for the three dimensional figures of solid 
geometry. The satisfaction of solving a difficult 
problem was the reward found in math classes. Math 
instructors were Mr. William Eiler, Mr. Glen Ellis, 
Mr. Wesley Maiers, and Miss Sandra Dragoo. 

Tied closely with math was the Science Department: 
biology, chemistry, and physics. Biology students 
studied the plant and animal kingdoms through leaf 
collections, microscope work, dissections, and indi- 
vidual projects. Chemistry students discovered the 
composition of several materials. Playing a major role 
in this study were laboratory experiments. Finally, 
students in physics classes studied physical principles 
combining math know-how and common sense. The 
biology teachers were Mrs. Carolyn Bush, and Mr. 
Paul Miller. The chemistry teacher was Mr. Roger 
Williams, and the physics teacher was Mr. Charles 
Apgar.

Home economics also attracted many students. In 
cooking classes girls studied about nutrition, economy 
in food buying, and preparation of food. Efficiency 
in food preparation increased as the girls realized 
they were required to sample their cooking. Future 
seamstresses developed ease in reading patterns and 
machine operation, while making articles of clothing 
of varying difficulty. Further domestic skills were 
taught in home nursing and child care. Along with 
domestic skills Miss Edith Weems, home economics 
teacher, stressed qualities which would lead to more 
mature womanhood.

In Mr. Virgil 
Sweet’s classes, boys preferred baseball, basketball, 
and football. All gym classes emphasized physical 
fitness and good health practices. 

Health and safety was a semester course required 
for all students. It was mainly concerned with the 
practice of good health habits and caution in every- 
day living. Besides learning the names of important 
muscles and bones in the human body, pupils had a 
chance to observe the dissection of joints, hearts, and 
lungs of animals. Health and safety teachers included 
Mr. Sweet and Miss Wade.

Many students took business courses to prepare for 
future jobs in the business world. Those interested 
in clerical or secretarial work received training in 
typing, shorthand, or bookkeeping. Typing students 
found that constant practice was needed to complete 
the required manuscript, “dictionary,” and invoices. 
This was also true in shorthand as students advanced 
from the formation of simple words to the rapid pace 
of dictation. Accuracy was the key word for those in 
bookkeeping. Applying their new knowledge about 
the different systems of businesses, these students 
worked on several projects. 

Business courses were not restricted to merely me- 
chanical phases.
